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ew dispute 
hits Upland | 


condominiums 


Residents and developers of a con- 
dominium project in northwest 
Upland agreed Monday night that 
the grounds are plagued by unsight- 
ly conditions, but each side pointed 
fingers at the other in assessing 
blame. 

Kenneth Norheim — president of 
Lemonwood Villas Homeowners 
Association — outlined residents’ 
complaints over the sprinkler 
system, landscaping and related 
problems at the condominium pro- 
ject, 14th Street west of Mountain 
Avenue, to the city council. 

He said brochures and other sales 
literature for the homes referred to 
a “lush, landscaped community,”’ 
but that residents have ‘‘ended up 
with rock and rubble.” 


David Niemeyer, a partner in the 
development firm of N-N Homes 
Inc. in San Marino, conceded, “‘It 
does look terrible.” 

However. he said. ‘‘The 
homeowners’ association has simply 
refused to take responsibility for the 
common area.” 


Niemeyer described the 
homeowners as wanting ‘‘something 
for nothing” and *‘dog-gone lazy.” 

Bill Young. Upland’s planning 
director, estimated city staff has 
spent 150 hours inspecting the site 
and reviewing the problems. 


And everyone involved seemed to 
agree with Councilman Bill Bot- 
tin’s assessment: ‘‘we've got a 
mess.” 


Young said landscaping for the 
two phases of the Lemonwood pro- 
ject received city approval in 
February following field inspection 
and subject to correcting a list of 
deficiencies. 


He added that the landscaping for 
the second phase met conditions and 
showed no signs of disrepair in 
February. Changes in the original 
landscaping plan for the first phase 
were agreed to by the architectural 
commission. 


The grounds had few weeds then 
but . ‘substantial’ weeds now, 
Young added. 

Norheim contended that residents 
were notified March 3 and about 
May 1 that landscaping maintenance

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had become their responsibility for 
various phases. 

Maintenance efforts were 
thwarted by an irrigation system 
that failed to work properly, he said, 
Norheim said contractors concen- 
trated for two months on making the 
sprinklers work. 


Irrigation lines planted in rocks 
and just below the surface broke 
easily when stepped upon, and 18 of 
the 24 plastic joints checked were 
wedged together, not glued, he said. 

“We felt our first responsibility 
was to get water to the plants. Now 
we're into the clean-up stage.”’ 

He said the city is in an ‘‘awkward 
position’’ because replacing the 
irrigation system would mean tear- 
ing up street and curb. 


Other problems in the common 
area of the 85-unit condominium 
project focus on a drainage swale, 
debris, a rock pile and perimeter 
walls. 


Norheim also said the project end- 
ed up with about half the 500 lemon 
trees originally planned and that 
homeowners have complaints about 
their individual homes in addition to 
the common area. 

The disputes have prompted legal 
action by both sides. 


Niemeyer said the grounds were 
“thoroughly inspected” by the city 
and added that about half the items 
on a seven-page list of deficiencies 
have been corrected. 

He pledged to make a progress 
report on further correction to the 
council in 30 days. 


Niemeyer said the sprinkler 
system worked when the developers 
had responsibility for maintaining 
the grounds. 

“In two months time, that place 
has gone downhill miserably.”’ he 
charged. 


The council discussed withholding 
occupancy for remaining units as 
one way to safeguard corrections 
will be made, but City Engineer 
Fred Blanchard said that step would 
hurt home buyers putting down 
money for the condominiums. 


He noted that until recently 
Upland had few condominium pro- 
jects and pointed out Lemonwood is 
the first one where problems have 
arisen with on-site grading. 


Blanchard suggested the city 
review its overall policy on con- 
dominiums perhaps with an eye 
toward requiring the developer to 
maintain the grounds until the final 
unit is occupied.

Upland planner Carpenter quits

Frank Carpenter. a member of 
the Upland Planning Commission 
for 14 years, announced his resigna- 
tion recently and expressed con- 
cern over a “subtle change” in re- 
cent relations between the commis- 
sion and the city council. 

Carpeiter — the senior member 
of the commission in years of ser- 
vice and its chairman — joined the 
commission in July 1965. 

His resignation was effective June 
1. 

Carpenter served five terms as 
chairman covering 4'2 years in all 
Vice Chairman John Meyer will 
preside until commissioners elect a 
chairman. 

Carpenter announced his resigna- 
tion at a planning. com- 
mission meeting. His term of 
office was due to expire at the end of 
June. 

His resignation follows unusually 
sharp debate in recent months 
between members of the commis- 
sion and council over use of 12.5 


acres in “érthwest Upland and an 
ordinance aifned at limiting terms 
of planning and architectural com- 
missioners to eight years. 

Reading a prepared statement. 
Carpetner said, ‘‘I feel I 
detect a subtle change in the 
relationship between the council and 
commission during the past year. 

I feel the junior councilmen are 
criticizing the recommendations of 
this commission in an unwarranted 
manner.” 

Although Carpenter declined to 
name the council members, Bill 
Bottin and Frank Hoover are the 
only two male members of the coun- 
cil who have served less than nine 
years. 

Carpenter said. ‘I am not sure if 
it is the recommendations 
themselves, the lack of understan- 
ding of the process we go through or 
a jack of an appreciation of the 
general and zoning plans and our 
responsibilities to live by them. 

“Tt concerns me deeply. that un- 
told hours of staff time, public 
hearings and debate can be given so

little credence.” 

He pointed specifically to a series 
of decisions by the council overrul- 
ing the commission's recommen- 
dations for light industrial use of 
12.5 acres at the northwest corner of 
Benson Avenue and 15th Street. 

Commission ‘and council 
differences over use of the property 
— which borders truck traffic on 
Benson, lighted tennis courts and a 
rock quarry across the street — date 
back nearly three years. 


The commission has consistently 
called for light industry at the cor- 
ner, while the council has repeated- 
ly supported residential use, which 
nearby homeowners solidly back. 

Mayor George Gibson and Mayor 
Pro Tem John McCarthy abstained 
from voting because they are 
members of the board of the West 
End Land Co.. seller of the property. 


Bottin and Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas expressed some irritation 
over rehashing the issue last Oc- 
tober after the commission un- 
animously denied a zone change for 
residential use. 


The council approved the ten- 
tative tract map for the con- 
dominium project May 21 — again 
over the commission’s concerns 
that the project inadequately ad- 
dresses potential problems stem- 
ming from the lighted tennis courts. 

Both Bottin and Hoover indicated 
the commission's views have not 
been ignored. 


Bottin, who missed the latest 
vote, said his votes were not ‘‘spur- 
of-the-moment”’ decisions. 

Mitigating measures ease the im- 
pact of the adjacent Upland Racquet 
Club and land north of Foothill 
Boulevard in general should con- 
tinue to develop residentially, he 
said. 

Hoover said, ‘In all honesty, we 
as a council voted the way we saw 
it.” 

Carpenter said last week he left a 


meeting this January with Gibson 
convinced he lacked the council sup- 
port needed for reappointment. He 
added that if asked to serve another 
term he would have accepted 


In April, the council adopted an 
ordinance aimed at limiting — more 
in intent than through actual code 
revision — commissioners to two 
four-year terms. Further reappoint- 
ment is still possible with three 
council members’ votes. 


Carpenter and Al Canestro, a 12- 
year commissioner, had earlier told 
the council the ordinance was un- 
necessary because of vacancies 
through attrition and harmful to the 
commission's need for experience, 
continuity and independence. 


At the time, Canestro related the 
ordinance to the dispute over the 
northwest development, saying. ‘In 
all my experience’ as a planning 
commissioner, only most recently 
have we had a situation which was 
considered to be anything more than 
an honest difference of opinions.” 


Council members said then that 
the ordinance was intended to open 
up commission posts to more 
residents, not to punish veteran 
commissioners. 


Bottin and Hoover reiterated that 
view. Bottin added that Car- 
penter has done an ‘outstanding 
job” and ‘“‘very well may have been 
reappointed’ despite the ordinance. 


However, he said he favors a limit 
of two consecutive terms on any 
governmental post. 


Carpenter's fellow, commissioners 
honored him with a resolution. 


Meyer called Carpenter's years as 
commission chairman ‘“‘un- 
paralleled in its history” and said 
his ‘diligent efforts served as a 
model’ for other commissioners.

dent's personal needs, the counsel- 
ors said 

‘When I'm talking to an individu- 
al student, I have his test scores be- 
fore me and can advise him about 
which program to take,’’ said Bette 
Harrison, a Chaffey High School 
counselor, ‘‘I would never discuss 
individual scores in a group set- 
ting.”’ 

Bob Godinez, also a Chaffey High 
counselor, said he has no way of 
knowing if students understand what 
he’s saying when he addresses a 
group. 

“During an individual session, 
I'm speaking to three people at the 
most — the father, the mother and 
the child. I have their full attention, 
Also, the parents aren't there at the 
junior highs.” 

The freshman counseling session 
may be the only contact a parent has 
with the school until the child grad- 
uates, Godinez added. 

Individual counseling is particu- 
larly important this year because of 
the Alta Loma students being trans- 
ferred out of their area, several 
speakers said. 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen ob- 
jected to the ‘‘untimeliness’’ of the 
counseling proposal, saying the dis- 
trict has no idea how much money 
will be in the budget. 

In supporting the minimum 125- 
day proposal, C, Robert Erickson, 
assistant superintendent of instruc- 
tion, said he wasn't objecting to the 
need for the counseling program. 

“All programs are valuable. But 
we have to work within the budget. 
We have to be able to provide text- 
books,’” he said. 





Counseling for the 1,909 soph- 
omores who failed competency tests 
will have to wait until the school 
year starts, the trustees decided. 
The pupil personnel association esti- 
mated 92 days of counseling will be 
needed for that group. 


In other action, trustees: 


— Approved a collective bargain- 
ing agreement with classified em- 
ployees that would provide for a $64 
increase at each salary step for 
1978-79, retroactive to July 1, 1978. 


— Discussed a possible increase 
in driver training costs due to the 
rise in gasoline prices. The Safe-way 
School of Driving, which is sched- 
uled to begin instruction July 9 at 
two driving rages, said rates will 
have to rise if gasoline prices get 
much higher. Ten gallons of gas are 
needed to train each student. Costs 
would rise about $1 per student. 
Erickson said.

s ~ Building permit valuation in the 


West End dropped $48 million or 43.7 
percent in the first quarter of this 
year, a tabulation of city and county 
figures indicates. 

This is more than double the 
figure for the entire county, which 
shows a drop of 17 percent, or $44 
million overall. 


Permits for the West End's six 
cities — Chino, Fontana, Montclair, 
Ontario, Rancho Cucamonga and 
Upland — total $62.8 million for the 
first quarter ending in March, com- 
pared with $111.6 million for the 1978 
first quarter. 

According to a county official who 
analyzed the figures, several cities 
cite tight money as the reason for 
their downturn. 


- Cucamonga Creek channel extended 


) 
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A $14.3 million contract has been 
awarded for construction of the next 
phase of the Cucamonga Creek flood 
control channel, from Ontario Inter- 
national Airport to Foothill 
Boulevard in Rancho Cucamonga. 

The contract went to Kasler Corp. 
of Highland, which also submitted 
last year’s winning bid of $8.3 
million for construction of the 
channel from the Pomona Freeway 
to the airport. 

Segments of what will be a 15 
mile-long channel have been com- 
pleted or are under construction 
between the airport and Prado 
Dam, south of Chino. 

When the project is completed in 
1982, the channel is expected to 
avert major floods such as those 
which caused severe damage in 1969 
and 1978. 

The project is supervised jointly 
by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers and the San Bernardino 
County Flood Control District. 

The project includes seven miles 
of concrete channels for creeks 
which flow into Cucamonga Creek, 
and debris basins into which water 
can be diverted. 

The cost of the project is es- 
timated at $106.4 million, most of it 
federal money 

Last year, Congress included $11.4 
million in the federal budget to pay 
for part of the work on the channel's 


latest phase, the three-mile stretch 
from Ontario International Airport 
to Foothill Boulevard. 

This year, President Carter has 
requested another $13 million to 
complete that work and to build the 
Cucamonga debris basin.

The drop is attributed to a 
moratorium on residential building 
issued in May 1978, according to 
Jerry Grant, Rancho Cucamonga 
building official.

Ferguson, who resigned May 1 after 
serving as general manager since 
mid-1976. Nowak’s salary will be 
about $37,000. 

Nowak has been the district's 
chief engineer and assistant general 
manager since December 1972. 
Before that, Nowak was an engineer 
at Kaiser Steel's Fontana plant for 
14 years, and a construction 
foreman with his father’s firm in 
Los Angeles. 

Nowak said this morning the 
expansion of the district's sewage 


treatment plants in Ontario and 
Chino is ‘‘our most pressing need — 
everything revolves around that.” 

The shortage of sewage treatment 
capacity has been the key factor in 
limiting housing construction and 
population growth during the past 
two years. 

The district has been widely 
criticized by officials of the seven 
local governments which contract 
with it for sewage treatment 
services. 

Nowak said the adoption of a plan 
to pay for plant expansion will be a 
big step forward in solving the 
shortage and quelling the criticism. 

“I hope it will bring the various 
agencies back together,’ Nowak 
said of the financing plan.

Today is the final day of a week set aside by President 


Carter to honor the Vietnam veteran. 

West End veterans who spent a tour of duty in that 
hostile country will quickly acknowledge that was atime 
of their life they will never forget. 

They will all probably be dead before the Vietnam ex- 
perience relaxes its grip on Americans. 

Even today, the debate continues whether our involve- 
ment there was a war, a police action or merely a con- 
flict. What is not being argued is that 8.7 million 
Americans served there, 153,000 were injured there and 
another 57,000 returned home in “body bags.’’ 

Several West End _ residents, looking back from 
relatively comfortable positions, rummaged their 
memories and offered a few observations about Viet- 
nam. 

James Florio, of Chino, was about 19 when he was 
assigned as a machine gunner aboard an assault 
helicopter and spent most of a year ferrying soldiers and 
Supplies to the hot spots. 

“TI came back without a scratch,”’ said the easy-going 
veteran, now 29, who is counseling other veterans at the 
Employment Development Department. Survival in 
those war days was a matter of mental attitude, he 
observed. 

“T just told myself the second day I was there, ‘I got 
more stuff going for me when I get home than anybody 
else,’ ’’ he recalled, acknowledging that the thoughts did 
not stop the bullets which the crew constantly plucked 
from the ship’s tail. 

Once, a bullet zinged into the engine and the “‘chopper’’ 
dropped through 50 feet of air. like a rock. 
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Vietnam veterans look back on 


“T said kiss it goodbye,’’ he remembered. ‘‘I thought 
I'd ate it right there.’’ 

Any bitterness? No, he replied, althougtr ‘‘I still want 
to know what we were doing there. I still ask that, what 
was I doing there?’’ 

He matter-of-factly writes off the conflict as a political 
maneuver of politicians with vague objectives and back- 
ed by the monied interests whose goals were more ob- 
vious. 

“They got rich in that war,” he explains, 

“I don’t have any bad feelings, but I would never let 
my son (go) if there was any way to keep him out of one 
of these.’’ 

Ontario’s Steve Kabel was about 29 in 1969, when he 
arrived in Vietnam as an explosives expert with the 5th 
U.S. Special Forces (Green Berets). 


About this time of year during that tour, he was partof , 
a 10-American team commanding about 80 mercenaries 
who were acting. as a ‘forward defense’’ for a besieged 
American installation near the Cambodia border. The 
siege lasted about one month. 

He said he was never really told, and never really un- 
derstood, why that base was so important. 

He remembers the days being hot, so hot his unit clean- 
ed out a farmer’s watermelon patch. 


“I remember saying if I ever get back to the U.S. and 
have a coke and ice cream again, I'll cherish that 
moment,’ he said, remembering the day when a 
helicopter dropped dozens of cans of coke and ice to the 
parched ‘troops in battle gear. 

The routine that month was unusual, but a routine 
nevertheless. Each evening the GIs would cook their 
dinner about 5:30 p.m. and then rest until 6:30 p.m. when

Kabel is now a 30-year-old planner with an Orange 
County consulting firm who hopes to land a job with a 
West End city. 


He is not bitter either, being grateful for the monthly 
benefit check thet helped him through school, although 
he admits the transition to civilian life was not easy. 

He missed the rigid structure where the authorities 
and responsibilities are clearly discernable. However, 
the military experience helped him fit into the struc- 
tured environment found in public service, he said. 

He was “‘ill-at-ease” when his freedom was again new 
but that has diminished. What he has not lost is the 
creeping apprehension that he is dropping behind those 
colleagues who did not have to take time out of their 
lives for the war. 

Chino’s Ralph Galindo does not know what happened to 
the commander who led the 18-year-old soldier and his 
company into an open field to take a few Vietnamese 
prisoners. 

About all he remembers about that incident is was the 
weather. It was a ‘‘beautiful clear day,’ he said, until 
the enemy sprung the ambush. ¢ 

He could see them crouched.behind their machine 
guns in the grass and trees, until he was knocked over by 
a round which slammed into his back, hitting the loaded 
magazines he carried. That saved his life probably, but 
permanently damaged his back. 

“I thought, ‘God, I’m going to die,’’ he said, recalling 
that the panic set in when he felt his blood running down 
his back. 

Now, Galindo is a veteran’s counseling clerk at 
Chaffey College and spends about 30- to 60-days each 
year in a hospital. Despite the six months in army 
hospitals and extensive surgery fusing his back, it is 
still not normal. 

When his back goes out, so do his legs, he said. 

Galindo too has accepted the breaks given him and is 
determined to move on, although he knows the problems 
are not over. Jobs may be difficult to find 

“When I take my shirt off (for a physical ex- 
amination), they say ‘Hey, we're sorry but we can’t use 
you’ ”’ he said. 

But he is still looking forward to a career in telecom- 
munications and is pursuing his future by working in 
various apprenticeships. 

“I can walk well now,’’ he observed. 

“‘T've really tried. I've educated myself. I've worked, 
I've tried to better myself. I see a good future for 
myself.

The county board of supervisors Tuesday suspended in- 
definitely an ordinance that would allow it to charge fees 
for houses built in overcrowded school districts. 

County Counsel Alan K. Marks said the courts or the 
Legislature should decide first whether the fees are 
“special taxes’’ that require voter approval under 
Pr ition 13. 

Intil that happens, ‘‘any action is subject to 
challenge,” Marks said. He called adoption of an or- 
dinance ‘‘premature.”’ 

Attorney General George Deukmejian’s opinion of 
May 18 prompted the suspension, Marks said, ‘‘although 
we fe not necessarily agree with the conclusion reached 
by the attorney general.”’ 

Four days before that opinion, the supervisors gave 
prefitninary approval to an ordinance that would help 
school districts raise money to help relieve overcrow-

he opinion does not have the force of law. But it could 
serve as the basis for a court challenge of the 1977 state 
law which authorizes counties and cities to charge the 
fees,

Because of that opinion, Marks told the supervisors, 
“the feeling is that everything’s up in the air.” 

Marks urged the supervisors to withhold further action 
on the ordinance for two reasons. 

If the fees are considered ‘‘special taxes,’’ the county 
would have to refund the money it collected from 
builders at the time it issued building permits. Marks 
said the supervisors could avoid that problem by shelv- 
ing the ordinance which makes the fees possible. 

Marks said it isn’t clear which set of voters would be 
asked to approve the fees if they are considered “special 
taxes’’ — voters in all unincorporated areas, those within 
school districts which ask for the money, or just those in 
overcrowded areas within the districts.

The proposed Redevelopment Plan for Redevelopment Pro- 
ject No. I (hereinafter called the ‘Redevelopment Plan’’) is hereby ap- 
proved and adopted and designated the official Redevelopment Plan for the 
Project Area .

5. The carrying out of the Redevelopment Plan would promote the 
public peace, health, safety and welfare of the City of Montclair and would 
effectuate the purposes and policies of the Community Redevelopment 
Law of the State of California,

6. The Redevelopment Plan will not result in .he temporary or perma- | 


nent displacement of any occupants of housing facilities in the Project 
Area 

7. The inclusion within the Project Area of any lands, buildings, or im- 
provements which are not detrimental to the public health, safety, or 
welfare is necessary for the effective redevelopment of the area of which 
they are a part, any such area included is necessary for effective 
redevelopment and is not included for the purpose of obtaining the alloca- 
tion of tax increment revenues from such area, pursuant to Section 33670 of 
the Community Redevelopment Law without other substantial justification 
for its inclusion, 

8 The elimination of blight and the redevelopment of the Project Area 
could not be reasonably expected to be accomplished by private enterprise 
acting alone without the aid and assistance of the Agency, and 

9. The Redevelopment Plan will afford a maximum opportunity consis- 
tent with the sound needs of the locality as a whole for the redevelopment

SECTION 7. In order to implement and facilitate the effectuation of the 
Redevelopment Plan hereby approved and adopted, it is found and deter- 
mined that certain official action must be taken by the City Council with 
reference, among other things, to changes in zoning, the vacating and 
removal of streets, alleys and other public ways, the establishment of new 
street patterns, the location and relocation of public utilities, and other 
public action, and accordingly the City Council hereby:

2. Requests the various officials, departments, boards and agencies of 
the City of Montclair having administrative responsibilities in the premises 
likewise to cooperate to such an end and to exercise their respective func- 
tiom and powers in a manner consistent with said Redevelopment Plan,

% Stands ready to consider and take appropriate action upon proposals 
and measures designed to effectuate the Redevelopment Plan including but 
not limited to: 

a. Institution and completion of proceedings for opening, closing, 
vacating, widening, or changing the grades of streets, alleys, and other 
public rights-of-way, and for other necessary modifications of the streets, 
the street layout, and other public rights-of-way in the Project Area.

¢. Revision of zoning, buildings, housing and other applicable codes 
within the Project Area where necessary to permit the land uses and 
development authorization by this Plan. 

d. Provision for administrative enforcement of this Plan by the City 
aftér development. The City and the Agency shall develop and provide for 
enforcement of a program for continued maintenance by owners of all real 
préperty, both public and private. within the Project Area throughout the 
duration of this Plan, 

e. Performance of the above, and of all other functions and services 
relating to public health, safety, and physical development normally 
rendered in accordance with a schedule which will permit the redevelop- 
ment of the Project Area to be commenced and carried to completion 
without unnecessary delays 

f. The undertaking and completing of any other proceedings 
necessary to carry out the Project 

g. The City of Montclair may finance activities of the Agency either 
through loans or grants. All moneys expended by the City on behalf of the! 
Agency shall, unless otherwise established at the time the expenditure is 
made, be treated as loans to the Agency which shall be repaid to the City. 
Such loans shall be on terms established by the City and the Agency. The 
obligation of the Agency to repay any such loan or any interest thereon 
shall be subordinate to any other financial obligations of the Agency. 

SECTION 8. The City Council is convinced that the effect a tax increment 
financing will not cause a severe financial burden or detriment on any tax- 
ing agency deriving revenues from the Project Area. 

SECTION 9. The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to send a 
certified copy of this ordinance to the Agency; and the Agency is hereby 
vested with the responsibility for carrying out the Redevelopment Plan, 
subject to the provisions of the Redevelopment Plan. | 

SECTION 10. The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to record 
with the County Recorder of San Bernardino County a description of the 
land within the Project Area and a statement that the proceedings for the 
redevelopment of the Project Area have been instituted under the Califor- 
nia Redevelopment Law. The Agency is hereby directed to effectuate 
recordation in compliance with the provisions of Section 27295 ‘of the 
Government Code to the extent applicable. 

SECTION 11. The Building Department of the City of Montclair is hereby 
authorized and directed for a period of two years after the effective date of 
this ordinance to advise all applicants for building permits within the Pro- 
ject Area that the site for which a building permit is sought for thé’ ¢on- 
struction of buildings or for other improvements is within a redevelopment 
project area 

SECTION 12. The City Clerk is hereby further authorized and directed to 
transmit a copy of the description and statement recorded pursuant to 
Health and Safety Code Section 33373, a copy of this ordinance, and a map 
or plat indicating the boundaries of the Project Area to the Auditor and Tax 
Assessor of the County of San Bernardino; to the officer or officers perfor- 
ming the functions of auditor or assessor for any taxing agencies which, in 
levying or collecting its taxes, do not use the County Assessment Roll or do 
not collect its taxes through the County; to the governing body of each of 
the taxing agencies which levies taxes upon any property in the Project 
Area; and to the State Board of Equalization. Such documents shall be 
transmitted within 30 days following the date of adoption of this ordinance. 
The legal effect of such transmittals shall be as set forth in Health and 
Safety Code Section 33674 

SECTION 13. The City Clerk shall certify to the adoption of this or- 
dinance and shall cayse a copy hereof to be published once in the official 
newspaper. .

A federally funded 
program that traces its 
roots to the 1960s and the 
‘twar on poverty’’ recently 
opened a full-time office 
aimed at extending legal

Sometimes I think our 
country is going 
condominium crazy. 

A couple of decades ago, 
few people knew what a 
condominium was. The 
word conjured thoughts of 
strange, offbeat types of 
living accommodations in 
certain faraway countries. 

During the 1960s as the 
word became more 
commonly used, it caused 
many people to reach for 
their Webster’s dictionary. 
Here, for the first time, 
they learned that a 
condominium is ‘‘a 
residential building 
consisting of multiple units, 
each under individual 
ownership, but subject to 
certain joint agreements 
and regulations.’’ 

However, that definition 
became somewhat outdated 
as we moved into the 1970s. 
Condo units reached far 
beyond the confines of 
residential buildings. 

Office and medical 
buildings and commercial 
centers were built as condo 
developments — each 
occupant owning their unit. 
The concept continued to 
expand, as industrial parks, 
campgrounds and other 


types of real estate 
developments were 
condoized. 


The introduction of the 
‘time share ownership’’ 
(TSO) condo added a new 
dimension to the picture. 
These units (usually for 
recreational use) are 
purchased like any other 
condo, but for only a 


specified time period each 
year. 

The residential condo is 
by far fhe most dominant 
form today. The market for 
these units is huge — and 
growing — fueled by the 
out-of-sight prices of single- 
family detached homes. 

Condos comprise a major 
portion of current home 
building activities. And 
many established rental 
apartments are being 
converted to condo units. 

In fact, the conversion of 
apartments to condos is one 
of the most significant 
trends taking place in the 
real estaie market. More 
than 25,000 units were 
converted in Chicago alone 
during. the last year. 

What about the future of 
this rapidly evolving facet 
of the residential market? 

Consider: this possibility: 
Single-family homes will be 
produced and built in 
sections, or ‘‘modules.”’ 
They will be specially 
designed for non-married 
couples. 

The house will be divided 
into two condo units and 


common areas. There will 
be ‘‘his’’ and ‘‘her’’ 
modules, individually 


owned by him and her. 

Condo module ‘‘A’’ and 
““B”’ will each include a 
bedroom, bath and dressing 
area. Each will be totally 
and separately owned by 
one of the his-her parties. 

Module ‘‘C’’ will include 
the living room, kitchen, 
recreation room and 
garage.

A ‘‘condominium 
agreement”’ will be drafted 
jointly by the his-her team, 
setting forth agreements 
and restrictions. This could, 
of course, be tied to the 
couple’s basic ‘‘living 
together relationship 
contract.” 


A problem might arise 
after the purchase is 
finalized. Decisions :must be 
made during the ongoing 
condominium association 
meetings. Within the 
membership of two, there 
will be no one to break a tie 
vote. And disagreements 
are almost inevitable.

A. Sil was a very good 
cleaner, but seems to have 
been taken off the market 
after the death of its 
manufacturer. I suggest 
you try these other 
methods: Full strength 
white vinegar can 
sometimes be effective. 
Also recommended is bak- 
ing soda, rubbing with a 
damp sponge then rinsing 
with clear water. Another 
fiber glass cleaner now on 
the market is Gel-Gloss, 
manufactured by T.R. In- 
dustries, P.O. Box 1533, 
Lynwood, Calif. Friends 
have recommended this, 
but we have not tried it per- 
sonally. Don’t use anything 
like scouring powder, which 
might scratch the surface. 


Q. Previous owners of our 
home apparently sprayed 
the exterior with some sort 
of stucco sealer. Unfor- 
tunately, it got on the win- 
dows. We have tried to 
scrape it off, soak it off and 
wash it off with many 
different devices and 
solutions, with no luck. The 
substance on the windows 
gives the appearance of a 
high mineral content film. 
We believe there must be 
some solvent that would 
take it off. Any 
suggestions? — Sandra S. 

A. Without knowing what 
the substance is on your 
windows, it is impossible to 
give you ‘‘for certain” ad- 
vice. I would suggest, if 
possible. that you check 
with the previous owners to 
see if you can determine the 
brand name of the sealer 
used, and then write to the 
manufacturer. 

Some things you could try 
include liquid sandpaper. 
paint remover, lacquer 
thinner or muratic acid. If 
using acid, be sure to mask 
surrounding painted areas 
and protect yourself with 
rubber gloves and goggles. I 
am sorry I.am unable to 
give more explicit advice.

Deep double-digit inflation

Now that you are familiar 
with that devastating 
alliteration, double - digit 
inflation, are you ready for 
something worse? Like 
deep double - digit in- 
flation? 

Although most 
economists now believe 
that a recession will cool off 
today's 12 or 13 percent con- 
sumer inflation, some 
prominent thinkers believe 
the worst is yet to come. 

L. William Seidman, who 
was former President 
Gerald Ford's chief 
economist, said in an inter- 
view: ‘‘There is a_ real 
possibility that inflation 
will go higher than anyone 
has forecast. My guess is 
that the present situation 
will continue. There won't 
be a soft landing (a mild 
downturn cooling inflation). 
The economic growth will 
continue into next year, and 
the double-digit inflation 
may get close to 20 
percent.” 

Seidman said that as the 
1980 election approaches, 
the administration may 
well continue to stimulate 
the economy in a desperate 
attempt to avoid a reces- 
sion at election time (such 
as there was in 1960). This 
would make inflation even 
worse. 

“Today's inflation is un- 
like anything we have had 
before,’’ he said. ‘‘In the 
past, consumers would get 
scared and start saving. 
Now they continue to 
borrow. We can’t look to 
computer models of our 
own economy to figure out 
what to do — maybe we 
should look at places like 
South America.” 

The fault lies with the 
Carter administration. To 
achieve a 1 percentage 
point decline in the un- 
employment rate, it 
adopted inflationary 
policies such as excessive 
taxation and huge deficits. 

‘Historically, federal 
taxes had been running at 
18.56 percent of GNP (gross 
national product). By rais- 
t ing it to 20 percent. they 


will have brought in $170 
billion more than they 
would have if they had 
stayed at the old level. 
Also, they lost control of 
monetary policy,’’ Seidman 
charged. 

But the problem will be 
difficult to solve because 


almost everybody loses 
from inflation — except 

government. 
‘‘Government is the 


beneficiary. picking up 2 or 
3 percent in revenues for 


every point of additional in- 
flation. One of the most 
harmful ways government 
creates inflation today is 
through regulation: for 
every dollar which govern- 
ment spends, the private 
sector has to spend $20,” 
said Seidman, who is now a 
senior vice president of 
New York's Phelps Dodge 
Corp. 

Tilford Gaines of New 
York’s Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust is a 


colleague of Seidman on the 
Phelps Dodge board. 


Gaines has similar 
worries: ‘‘Our present in- 
flation is like a time bomb 
— a self - feeding upward 
spiral. There is no way to 
predict the point at which 
such a spiral might run 
away, jumping from low 
two - digit numbers to 


something far worse — but 
we could be closer to that 
point than we realize.”

The non-profit organization, jointly sponsored by Po- 
mona Valley Community Hospital and Valley Indepen- 
dent Physicians, Inc., will begin operating the Kaiser- 
like plan immediately 

The plan, offered through area companies, will allow 
local residents to pay in advance for health care and use 
hospital facilities while they continue to see their own 
doctors

sive package of services at a much more competitive 
price.’ he said. 

Referring to the federal Medicaid and Medicare pro- 
grams. Robert Burwell, president of Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital, said ‘‘in the past hospitals have 
had no incentive to get reimbursement from the federal 
government.” 

Rather than keeping such plans at the federal level or 
part of huge companies. this new plan “‘puts the financ- 
ing and the decision-making power at the local level,”’ 
Burwell said 

The prepaid health plan is a “‘viable alternative,” 
Burwell said, because “‘it brings the hospital facilities to 
near capacity use, while allowing doctors to keep their 
own patients. 
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Although the hospital and physicians’ organization can 
operate fully with the state license, the federal govern- 
ment also issues a license which will be applied for as 
well. 

“The federal government feels they (prepaid plans) 
are the wave of the future, and has even made it manda- 
tory that some companies with more than 20 employees 
must make a pre-paid plan available.’ DesCombes said 

If this be¢omes mandatory for all companies. and it 
federal funds become available, the organization will 
need a federal license, he added.

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Boy lives after power mower 


drives nail through his heart

EL CAJON — Mowing the 
lawn turned into a 
nightmare for Michael 
Adamson when the power 


Lakeside Fire Station, he 
feared the worst. ‘“‘At one 
time while driving through 
Lakeside it just hit me that 
he was dead.” 


But young Michael is. 


Cajon Valley Hospital. 
Doctors say Michael will 
be able to resume a normal 
life and that the nail, which 
remains lodged in the wall 
of his lung, poses no 


using an old power mower. 
The weeds at his home 
were high, and Adamson 
had decided to tackle the 
yard with his two sons, 
Manny, 9, and Michael. 


by his father, the youngster 
turned and ran around the 
side of the house and collap- 
sed. ‘‘He ran to the sandpile 
and he had his hand over his 
chest,”’ recalled Manny. 

Alerted to what was 
happening, Adamson raced 
toward his fallen son and 
ripped off the boy’s shirt. 
The small wound oozed 
blood and young Mike could 
not move. 

“T was dialing (tele- 
phone), then I heard Manny

raced toward help. 

“T was driving 75 or 80, 
whatever I could make. I 
had my horn on and my 
blinkers on.'’ Thinking he 
did not have enough time to 
reach El] Cajon Valley 
Hospital, the closest 
hospital, Adamson turned 
toward the Lakeside Fire 
Station, yelling. ‘He's 
dying, he’s dying’’ as he 
arrived. 

The firemen's emergency 
treatment brought some 


that. the nail had ripped 
through the chest and had 
crossed through the heart’s 
right ventricle, septum and 
left ventricle before lodging 
in Michael's left lung. 
Although piercing the heart, 
the nail didn’t break a main 
artery or cause a major 
rupture. The penetration 
had left two holes that had 
to be closed and the opera- 
tion required a delicate 
lifting of the heart to reach 
and close one of the 
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cating membrane enclosing 
the heart. The sac was fill- 
ing with escaping blood and 
its expansion would soon 
constrict the heart and stop 
its pumping. But the long 
needle withdrew between 
100 and 206 CC's of blood 
and the pressure on the 
heart was relieved and 
Michael's blood pressure 
immediately shot up from 
zero to normal. 

“That's (the injection of a 
needle into the membrane 


sac) done to buy enough 
time for the patient until 
the surgeon arrives,” said 
Frank A. Motlagh. a La 
Mesa cardiovascular 
surgeon, 


The accident occurred as 
Adamson was about to 
teach Michael how to use 
the mower. Soon after 
starting it. Michael was 
struck by the nail. Unseen 


problem. 

Adamson, a 33-year-old 
bricklayer, recalled the 
string of events that began 
early on a Saturday 
afternoon when he’ began
